On January 7, 2003, Artur Davis was sworn in as the newest congressman for Alabama's 7th Congressional 
District. The event culminated a life-long desire to serve the people of Alabama as a member of the United 
States House of Representatives. 

Born in 1967 in the impoverished neighborhood of West Montgomery, Alabama, Davis continues to exercise 
his commitment to excellence as a United States Congressman and the principles of hard work which have 
propelled him his entire life including his graduating Magna cum laude from Harvard University in 1990 and 
cum laude from Harvard Law School in 1993. 

Upon graduation from law school, Congressman Davis received a clerkship with Judge Myron F. Thompson, one of the first African- 
American judges on the federal bench in Alabama. From 1994 to 1998, Congressman Davis served as an Assistant United States 
Attorney for the Middle District of Alabama fighting white-collar criminals and the scourge of drugs and violence on our streets and in 
our neighborhoods. 

Congressman Davis serves on the Financial Services Committee, with seats on the Housing and Community Opportunities and 
Financial Institutions subcommittees. Davis also serves on the Budget Committee, which sets the annual blueprint for government 

spending practices.

She has two forthcoming books, Collaborative Learning Techniques: A 
Handbook for College Faculty, with Elizabeth Barkley and K. Patricia Cross, and Foundations 
of Problem-Based Learning, with Maggi Savin-Baden. She has worked with faculty at 
institutions around the country to promote teaching excellence. She helped to develop 
and continues to work with the Alabama Community College Leadership Academy. 



Dr. Zelerna Harris, President, Parkland College 

Speaker — Commission on Administration/Students 

In her more than twenty-year career as a community college president, Zelerna Harris has 
earned a national reputation for her leadership and innovation in several of the most challenging 
areas of higher education: teaching and learning, strategic planning, diversity education, and 
organizational transformation. President of Parkland College since 1990, Harris is well known for 
her efforts to “grow your own leaders.” 

Her published work includes “Commitment to Leadership Development Begins with the CEO” in 
The Leadership Gap, published by Community College Press in 2002 and “Faculty Learners 
Create a Learning College,” published in the April 2002 issue of Community College Journal. 
Harris currently sits on the boards of the American Council on Education and the Community 
College Survey of Student Engagement (CCSSE). She was named “President of the Year” by 
the American Association of Women in Community Colleges and “CEO of the Year” by the 
American Association of Community College Trustees. 


Harris holds a doctorate in education and a master’s degree from the University of Kansas in 
Lawrence, Kansas, and a bachelor’s degree from Prairie View A&M University in Prairie View, 
Texas, a historically black college. In 1998, she was inducted in the University of Kansas 
Women’s Hall of Fame. 
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On September 16 of this year, members of the 
Alabama College Association lost one of their 
greatest supporters and one of their closest 
friends. This year’s conference is dedicated to 
her memory. 

June Hester of Northwest Shoals Community 
College served on the Executive Committee of 
the ACA for many years, primarily in the role of 
doorprize coordinator. Her death is a loss, not 
only for her family and coworkers, but for all her 
colleagues in the Alabama College System. 


In her memory, the Birmingham YWCA will 
participate in this year’s conference by offering 
information designed to stop domestic violence.
